Dear Mayor Garcetti, and City Council, 

I am one of many parents that is very concerned about the situation that has been growing worse and worse right next to 
the preschool our children attend at HOLLYWOOD PRESBYTERIAN CHILDREN'S CENTER. 

We had a very close call a few weeks back when preschoolers were crossing the street for a fun-filled day of our annual 
"snow day" in the adjacent parking lot across from the school. I was one of many volunteer parents helping out that day 
when a situation was getting out of hand with some apparent homeless campers and a person driving in a car later 
described to the police as trying to run over some of the people at that encampment. I don't know exactly what the 
reason was, but the car came down the block seconds before the children crossed the street. Two of the people of 
suspect confronted by the person in the car was very high on drugs as I witnessed. The situation was getting bad with 
people yelling profanity and getting violent. Once the police arrived the person driving the car drove away. This could 
have turned into a very bad situation with children crossing the street and a car trying to run people over. 

This encampment is too close to the preschool as it is getting much worse and attracting more of the wrong crowd one 
would want near a preschool. 

I hope you will do something about it immediately for the safety of our children, parents, and the surrounding 
neighborhood.

Hello, 


I have witnessed countless acts of violence and disturbing the peace. My social life is nearly non-existent as no one 
wants to come somewhere they will be harassed and threatened. Part of the problem is city employees recommending 
they come here. This is completely unacceptable. I think to drive the point home I would suggest you do a dry run 
yourselves. Come see how bad it gets, bring your family, walk the street. It's bad many times throughout a given day, but 
it gets dangerous fast as the sun goes down. I'm getting tired of having my life threatened, knives pulled on me, dogs 
lunging at me, stepping in human urine and feces (perhaps we should send samples?), trash and broken glass all over 
the street presenting hazards and attracting rodents and bugs, watching people do drugs (and no i'm not talking alcohol 
or some weed - real drugs that come with real risks), in an area that not only houses me, but includes a school only a few 
hundred feet away. I'm tired of people breaking into the apartment complex and stealing mail, or getting naked and 
literally using a hose and threatening tenants here, while there are children in the building, or breaking into vehicles. I'm 
tired of the sanitation guys refusing to get everything. 

I encourage you to invite them to your neighborhoods instead. I am confident this would cause some action. Or perhaps 
we could debate the fine points of coverage for the block on the other side of the freeway. One might even ponder the 
difference in responses and results. 

Even if you don't care about me @, why don't we just consider the children for a moment. Do you think this is something 
children from toddlers on should be facing? Given everything that's been happening lately, can we even risk another 
shooter/shooting/murder/stabbing in the area? 

I think we can do much better. Easily. Rapid response teams. Have BID do roll throughs and make calls to station for 
units. Enforce the multitude of (extra) laws put in place to clean up hollywood/highland. There is a huge difference 


between utilizing a piece of 'public' land (sidewalk) and 'living' on that same spot. Why not surrender a few empty city lots 
for homeless encampments.. 

I would appreciate a detailed plan, with daily/weekly steps the city will take. And please don't suggest arming the teachers 
(or my visitors (or me!)), appropriate plans for the issue please -1 will continue tempting fate as I have no choice. Pretty 
sure an intern could whip something up -1 challenge you to follow through. Earn your votes and the trust placed in you.

Voter-passed Proposition HHH and Measure H will take months (or maybe years) to implement. In the meantime that 
massive housing settlement funding, services and programs are in the works, please temporarily resettle these homeless 
people in the City’s properties. 


City Ordinance “6am-9pm tents down” should not apply to residential areas. There should be no homeless encampments 
in these private residential areas at all. The above ordinance should only be applied to homelessness in the City’s 
properties. To date, it is reported that the City owns 9000 underutilized proprieties. Please let our homeless people make 
use of them, even on a temporary basis, and apply the 6-9 City Ordinance there but not here in our private residential 
areas please, please, PLEASE.
